N the firſt place give me leave in a ſociable 
way to commend my beſt reſpects to your 
ſelfe and your kinde wife, Loping of your 
peaccable quietnefle , though you intend des 
fence, both for your ſelves, and us here in 
Leicefler, Warwicke, and Northamptorfbire. 
All which Counties are now in ſuch diſtra- 
ions as they deſpaite for want of reliefe and 
aid from you, I meane the Head at Weſim:a- 
fter, on whom our ſhoulders relied to ſtand, for 
want whereof many are revolted : ſome ſtand 
ſkill, and more in deſperate feare for want of 
encouragement: $0 that upon Friday laſt when 
I was at Daventry. i underftood that many Ca- 
valiers were come to Y4rwick, and there aſſaul- 
ted the Caſtle fo farre, as two men within the 
Caſtle were {laine, preſuming todo more miſ- 
Chicfe with the foure peeces boo got from my 
Lord Brook at Barnkwry: but (as God would 
have it) by overcharging two of them broke, 
and the third (as is ſuppoſed) was poyſoned, fo 
they did no more hurt: the fourth, being fo 
little, could not reach the Caſtle, though they 
had before the overcharging ſhot down one of 
the Church pinacles. Againe, the Cavaliers
